Washington, Dec. 4. — The twenty- 


second annual report -of the United 
States civil service commission con- 
tains a recommendation that congress 
should authorize the collection of a 
fee from applicants for examination 
for the government service. 
Should 


this authority be given, the report 
states that the commission will issue 
a manual giving such detailed infor- 
mation regarding the examinations 
as will ma£e if unnecessary for the 
more intelligent applicants to make 
special preparation for the examina- 
tion in some civil service school or 
institute. The amount of the fee, it 
is suggested, should be a small one. 
It is stated that 150,000 persons were 
examined last year, 40,000 of whom 
secured positions. There are 171,807 
competitive positions.

Washington, Dec. 4. — The annual 


report of Commissioner John W. Ter- 
kes of the internal revenue bureau, 
treasury department, shows that the 
receipts for the year ending June 30,

plan it was necessary that she take 
advantage of her 
husband's

dence in. her to render him helpless 
against the attacks of herself and her 
lover. This she did. No doubt

ty to plead for his life. Did his exe- 
cutioners give it to him? After the 
woman's conviction, there was some 
sentimentality worked up by certain 
newspapers and this created sympa- 
thy for the woman. That sympathy 
was destroyed by a further proof of 
her natural depravity, while in, pris- 
on. Under the laws the Vermont leg- 
islature may commute a sentence in 
a capital case to life imprisonment. 
Our legislature, by a majority of 3 to 
1, was opposed to such action. I 
granted the first reprieve to give the 
woman every

her innocence.

Windsor, Vt. Dec, 4—Preparations 


Pittsburg, Dec. 4.—The steamer 


Twilight sank in 20 feet of water at 
Lock No. 2, in the Monongahela river, 
the crew of 12 men escaping with 
their lives by hurrying to the roof of 
the boat and then being taken off in 
skiffs. 
The accident is rare in the 


annals of river men. \Vith a tow of 
six loaded flats the Twilight was com- 
ing into the harbor. Lock No. 2 is 
new and the guide wall for boats has 
not been erected, and the current of 
the 
rising 
Monongahela 
was toe 


much for the power of the Twilight's 
wheel and the steamer and tow were 
swung toward the dam before she 
could be fastened. 


Pittsburg and vicinity is threatened 


with a small-sized flood The Ohio 
river at Davis Island dam is 22 feet 
and rising. At the Sixth street bridge 
the Allegheny registered 24 feet, and 
rising at the rate of three inches an 
hour. The Monongahela has about 
reached its height, though it is still 
rising slowly. 
The rainfall during 


the past 24 hours was 145 inches 
along the Allegheny valley and 1.81 
along the Monongahela. 


The waters at Pittsburg are creep- 


ing up into the lowlands and already 
a portion of the Pittsburg and West- 
ern railroad tracks are submerged. 
Timely warning, however, by the gov- 
ernment weather bureau, enabled all 
interested to prepare, and the losses 
will be comparatively small. 


Pittsburg, Dec. 4—After reaching 


the height of 24 feet the turbulent 
waters swelling the banks of the Mo- 
nongahela, Allegheny and Ohio riv- 
ers, quieted some today, and all fears 
of a flood in Pitts"bur?r and Allegheny 
have been allayed. The cold weath- 
er has checked the floow of the small- 
er streams into the big rivers and 
merchants within the

Thousand Mutineers Engage a Divi- 


sion of Loyal Troops—Bloody 


Battle at Kief. 


London, Dec. 4.—The Daily Mail's 


Kieff 
correspondent, in a dispatch 


dated Dec. 2, says: "Early yesterday 
morning a company of sappers, dis- 
satisfied with their martinet comman- 
der, 
mutinied and persuaded a sec- 


ond company to join them. They left

DISARMAMENT

Paris, Dec. 4.—Undated dispatches 


from St. Petersburg, arriving by way 
of Eydtkuhnen, East Prussia, give the 
following information: There is the 
greatest excitement among the sailors 
and the authorities have ordered the 
disarmament of the warships. The 
officers, fearing a mutiny, acceded to 
the demand of the sailors for the re- 
lease of a workman who was arrest- 
ed while distributing revolutionary 
proclamations.

the sad fate of poor George I. Clark, 
who for years was a well known fig- 
ure on the streets of Xewark, and 
who for some three years conducted 
the restaurant in Charles Slane's sa- 
loon.

I am sure every one was pleased 


with the Advocate's article in Satur- 
day's edition on the strike question, 
and I trust that your reasonable, and 
at the same time, forcible 
present- 


ment of the situation will call forth 
a prompt and practical response that 
will shape the wishes of the people 
into some effective method 
for the 


speedy settlement of the question at 
issue. 


The great interests at stake should 


long ago have urged the people to 
take action and from the very begin- 
ning the company should have been 
practically assured that the people of 
Newark were not indifferent to their 
welfare. 
There should never 
have 


been any need of obliging the com- 
pany to go to 
the 
extraordinary 


means 
it was forced to take if the 


city government had had the means 
of properly protecting it, and if their 
means were not at hand, the citizens 
should 
have guaranteed them. It 


proper protection, had been given, in 
all probability, there 
would 
never 


have been any cause for importing 
either special police or detectives in- 
to our midst and, perhaps, the mur- 
ders, which all must deplore, would 
have been avoided. On the merits of 
the strike it is now too late to mor- 
alize. There should never have been 
a strike. Pending discussion and ar- 
bitration there should be no strike. A 
few years ago 
the present 
writer 


went to a meeting held in the base- 
ment of the court house 
and pre- 


vented a strike by advocating 
this 


very principle, and there has never 
been a strike since in the great glass 
factory of Everett & Co. 


When those who have the 
public 


weal at heart 
and especially thosp 


whose duty it should be to protect 
the interests of the people remain in- 
different, it is not surprising 
that 


foolish and injurious acts are com- 
mitted. 


As matters stand now in the 
bit- 


foundry it appears 
to me that the 


proper course to pursue is entirely in 
the hands of of those most concerned. 
The company knows its position bet- 
ter thaa any other party, and no one 
can or should dictate its policy. 
It 


has been left alone to adjust its diffi- 
culties and it now remains for the 
city to relieve it from the burden of 
keeping a police force, if it is dispos- 
ed to accept the city's offer to do this 
in future. As far as I am concerned 
I only took the part that every citi- 
zen who wishes to see peace and pros- 
perity prevail, should take, when I 
tried to bring about a friendly settle- 
ment; but there are 
principles in- 


volved now that are of more import- 
ance that the grievances alleged to 
have been the cause of the 
strike. 


Whatever be the outcome or this 
trouble, it becomes the manifest duty 
of the authorities of this city to see 
to It that there be no further abuse 
of liberty and loss of life. The men 
at the head of this company are not 
foreign capitalists, but are here to 
stay in their native burg, where they 
now hold almost a third of the inter- 
ests of this community. They are to 
the manor born, gentlemen as well as 
benefactors, and it is not the loss the 
community would suffer by their dis- 
mantling the big factory, and leaving 
the community that should so much 
concern Newark as the disgrace that 
would be entailed thereby. 
There is 


just one thing that hurts any think- 
ing man to the quick in this business, 
and it is.this: 
That men of such 


character, 
of such excellent 
and 


stainless lives, were obliged to pro- 
tect themselves; and that there could 
be men base enough to threaten their 
lives. When these things were made 
known it became the duty of every 
man who lives or works in West New- 
ark at least, to denounce this outrage. 
But, perhaps, this was done by some 
sinister creature unworthy of consid- 
eration. 
Apart 
from all this, it is 


time to call a halt. The men on the 
strike with whom.I have spoken, in 
justice to them, I must say, have de- 
clared that these things were shock- 
ing to them and greatly injured them. 
I'm glad to be able to say this, ami 
it is my earnest prayer that there will 
yet be a reconcilation effected, based 
on honor, justice and manly friend- 
ship that will yet cement the union of 
the company and their 
men. which 


will insure the permanent peace and 
prosperity of both, as well as of the 
people in general.

bradge. 


Just what change will be made can

Getting Fowls to Market. 


Strutting, quarreling, gobbling, led 


by a boy and herded like a drove of 
steers, a flock of 1,100 turkeys was re- 
cently driven twenty-five miles over 
the old cattle trail from San Saba, 
Tex., to Lometa, Tex., on the Houston 
and Texas Central railroad, says a 
San Antonio special dispatch to the 
St Louis Tlepubllc. 


It was a novel experiment, and few 


persons had faith In the outcome. 
Stockmen ridiculed the idea, and the 
cowboy whose reassuring "Suh, stih, 
suh!" to the tramping herd ahead of 
him has many times made music on 
the old Lometa trail had but a sneer 
for the undertaking. 


But the feat was/accomplished with 


a success that even the luckiest cow- 
boy has never had with a herd of such 
proportions, for at the end of the sec- 
ond day the wbole noisy flock, with 
the loss of but two birds, followed the 
leader into the pen that had been pre- 
pared for them in Lometa. 


The man who found this new use for 


the old cattle trail is O. D. Kirkpatrick. 
For weeks he had been bringing tur- 
keys into San Saba from farms for 
miles around uutil his turkey corral 
held over 1,100 fowls. 


He prepared for the undertaking as 


though he were going to drive an im- 
mense bunch of unruly Longhom cat- 
tle. He rigged up the usual "trail out- 
fit" and employed the requisite num- 
ber of that new character of the trail, 
the "turkey boy." When all was ready 
he opened the gate of the turkey corral. 
Half of the town of San Sa'oa was on 
hand to see the start. 


In an endless stream the turkeys 


poured out of the inclosure right inco 
the dusty old cattle trail. 
Puffing, 


strutting and pirouetting, they saun- 
tered along at their own gait Nothing 
could hurry them. For a quarter of a 
mile they stretched out over the trail— 
1,100 of them—led by a turkey boy hir- 
ed to gobble. 


Twenty-five miles the trail winds 


around hills, stretches over plains and 
meanders through the dry beds of 
creeks and across the Colorado river to 
Lometa. The high bridge over the 
Colorado was the critical point Ir 
was feared that there the flock would 
balk, stampede, gobble and scamper 
off into the thicket that lines the bank 
of the river. 


And so, as the critical point was ap- 


proached, the gobble boy in the lead 
put up his most seductive gobble, but 
the flock bad already spied the high 
bridge. 
The Hftders were excited. 


Thej' increased their speed, and in a 
few minutes the whole herd was run- 
ning, scrambling and jostling past the 
gobble boy to got upon the bridge. So 
impetuous was the movement that two 
birds were pushed over the railing. 
One fle>v to the opposite bank, while 
the other landed in midstream and 
swam to the nearest "shore, where a 
farmer grabbed it and carried it home. 
The other bird was never seen again. 


At night this strange flock of the 


trail was bedded and guarded just like

Movement IJIHKVTunited In Set A;>urt

A bill has bi'i-ii intixKlncwl In con- 


gress asking for legislation and carry- 
lug an appropriation of 9U5U.OOO for 
the purchase of the property, which In- 
cludes the three battlefields around the 
city—that of Feuchtrec crook, fought 
July 20, 1804; that of Atlanta, fought 
July 22. and that of Ezra church, fought 
July 28. 
It is proposed not only to 


make parks out of the old fields, but 
to build boulevards connecting all the 
fields. The impixn enients on the bat- 
tlefields will be similar to those made 
on the fields of Manassas, Shilob, Get- 
tysburg, Vlcksburg and Chlckamauga. 


Since the battles around Atlanta were 


among the most Important of the mili- 
tary operations during the war, It 
would seem natural that these fields 
should be next In order for considera- 
tion. 


The battle of Atlanta was fought 


near what is now East Atlanta, in De- 
Kalb county. 
With that battle the 


campaign practically ended. The casu- 
alties in the battle on both sides were 
104.000 men 
killed, captured 
and 


wounded. 
The battle determined the 


fall of the city of Atlanta on Sept. 2, 
1804, which later enabled General Sher- 
man and General Grant to unite their 
forces after the fall of Fort Fisher. 
These events led up to the surrender 
of General Lee and settled the fate of 
the confederacy. 


Military operations around Atlanta 


make the fields worthy of being pre- 
served as a matter of historic interest. 


It is the plan of those behind the 


movement to hare the three fields con- 
nected by a great driveway. 
The 


driveway will probably pass through 
West End, Lakeview, Fort McPherson. 
Grant park, East Atlanta. Inman park, 
Ponce de Leon park, Piedmont park, 
and ther.ce to Pcachtree park, finally 
ending at Ezra church. The boulevard 
would run along the lines of military 
operations without deviation. All along 
the boulevard would be points of mili- 
tary and historical interest. 


Members of the Grand Army of the 


Republic in Georgia have lent their sup- 
port to the movement and are no less 
enthusiastic about the proposed park 
than the confederate veterans.

Filipino students, brought from the 


islands at the expense of the goveru- 
meut and given free education iu the 
schools and college.-; ia the t.'uited 
States, are makiug admirable records 
for their industry and ability to master 
the various subjects taught them, says 
a Washington special dispatch to the 
Xew York Globe. Itelurus to William 
A. Sutherland, superintendent of the 
bureau of insular affairs, in charge of 
Filipino students iu the United States, 
show these students are untiring in 
their application to hard work and that 
they have exhibited mentality of the 
strongest sort. In their examinations 
they have ranked well up with the best 
American students. 


It was not expected that the Filipi- 


nos would show much of a grasp of 
scientific subjects, but they have douo 
excellent scientific work and have dem- 
onstrated much ability iu mathematics. 
In engineering many of them have 
evinced enviable capacity, aud espe- 
cially in the manual pursuits they have 
demonstrated great skill. While untir- 
iiig in study, they have not shown 
much relish for hard physical effort. 
One of the subjects they have let alone 
severely has been football, although 
they have shown quite a liking for 
baseball, basketball, tennis and some 
of the lighter sports. 


In a short time the government stu- 


dents will start in Washington a mag- 
azine to be called the Filipino. It will 
be self supporting. While published 
in Washington, contributions will be 
made to it by Filipino students at the 
different institutions, Men of promi- 
nence familiar with Philippine affairs 
will also contribute. Thus the flrst 
number will contain instructive arti- 
cles ou the Philippines and their prob- 
lems by a prominent American, a 
Spaniard, a Fiiipino and a Japanese 
Each writer will present the subject 
from his viewpoint. The magazine will 
not be the usual college publication, 
but wiil seek to set forth the Filipino 
attitude toward things American in a 
correct light.
